ness was So'omon Cutler, the Ports-

wit^i his partner, Frank Thompson, he 
itrrived in South Berwick between six 
and eight o'clock on Monday evening, 
the night before the murder was com- 
mitted. 
They stabled their horso in 


the establishment 01 S. P. Huntress 
and then went to Salmon Falls, just 
across the riv-r, where they lodged 
that night. They came back to South 
Berwick on Tuesday morniD'g about fivt> 
o'clock and peddled their fish through 
the town. Incidentally, in the morn- 
ing, they swapped hoises with a local 
trader. They did not go out of the 
village in the direction of the Knight 
farm that d. y. 


Frank Thompson, the next witness, 


corroborated the testimony of Cutler. 
Thompson answers exactly the descrip- 
tion given by Stover Perkins of the 
man whom he met near the farm on the 
morning of the murder. 
Thompson 


was rather uneasy while on the stand 


Samuel Locke, who was also placed 


in a peculiar position in connection 
with the case, by the disappearance of 
the overalls which he wore on the day 
of the crime, was jnbilant today over 
their recovery and explains that it is 
due to the efficacy of prayer, as he h»s, 
he says, prayed earnestly and persist- 
ently that tLey might be recovered. 


An unsuccessful search was made to- 


day for the knife used by tne murderer. 


Cutler and Thompson were sum- 


moned simply as witnesses, but were 
able to establish a complete alibi, show- 
ing that they were not near the Knight 
house on the day of the murder. Botli 
men are very indignant at the report 
sent out from Portsmouth, yesterday 
that they were supposed to be connect- 
ed with the crime in somt> way. 


Stover Perkins, the Oguoquit fisher- 


man, said in the grand jury room this 
noon that the maa whom he met on the 
morning of the rnarder was neither 
ihompson uor Cutler.'

night, until Saturday, it was generally 
believed that they will be able to arrive 
at; a no n.ore satisfactory verdict than 
that Mrs. tSpragne came to her death 
at the hands of a person or persons un- 
kuo*n.

Gigantic Changes In Railway 


Transportation.

Xew York. May 8.- -The acquisition of 


the Long I-Jand i-ailroad by the Peuujsyl- 
vsuia J£ai)ro:id company weans au entire 
rearrangement of the present traffic and 
transportation facilities of Xew York and 
Brooklyn and forecasts direct railway 
coniniunicutioa between Xew England 
and the south atiil west. 


When ail the changes have been made, 


the Xew Yorker bound for Washington 
or tlie south will no lunger take a ferry- 
boat and cross the Xorth river to catch 
a train at Jersey City. He will go to a 
grand union depot in this city and will 
take a Pennsylvania train there and will 
not leave his Pullman car until be reach- 
es his destination. 


His train will whisk him over the Xew 


York. Xew Haven and Hartford tracks, 
over Hell Gate, across a bridge at Wards 
island to Long Island, down the Lonjr 
Island tracks to Bay Itidge. under the 
Narrows to Staten Island and across the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad bridge to 
Xew Jersey and thence southward to 
Washington or to Florida if going that 
far. 


The vital link in all this chain of 


change is the tunnel under the Narrows. 
In au official statement given out by the 
Pennsylvania road the announcement is 
made that this tunnel will be dug. Until 
it is completed a short car ferry from 
Greenville to Bay Ridge will be used. 


This will also do away with thy long 


ferry section of the only direct train from 
Boston and Washington. This train—on- 
ly one a day—is ferried from Mott Haven 
llown the East river to Jersey City. Un- 
der the new arrangement the train will 
cross the Wards island bridge, run across 
Brooklyn and go under the Narrows at 
Bay Ridge. This will make the journey 
from Boston to Washington three hours 
shorter. A direct train from Washington 
to Montreal is also likely to be part o£- 
the new order of things. 


Plan to Shorten Ocean Voyage. 


Ultimately the long dreamed of plan of 


having the American and probably other 
lines of steamers laud at Montauk Point 
and bringing the passengers and transat- 
lantic freight in over the Long Island 
railroad tracks will be realized as a con- 
sequence of the.little tunnel under the 
Narrows. 


Then the' man from San Francisco or 


Texas or Chicago returning from abroad 
will step aboard his train at the end of 
Long Island and go home without the ne- 
cessity of stopping in New York. The 
great transatlantic freights will go the 
same way, and all this means that a new 
and busy city will grow up on the site of 
Camp Wykoff. The Pennsylvania rail- 
fond denies ownership in the Internation- 
al Navigation company, but it is obvious 
that the steamers cannot ignore the op- 
portunity to save hnlf a day on every 
voyage.

A possibility is that 
they will acquire the half completed tun- 
nel under the North river between Jersey 
City and New York and uo away with 
the ferry service except for local traffic.

The largest tree in the state of Maine 


f Kinds on top of a gravelly bank just in- 
side of the walled iuolosuro surrounding 
Fort Knos, one of the four granite case- 
mated fortification? which the United 
States have constructed east of Boston. 
The old 'Tort willow," or "war willow," 
us it is called by the residents, was planted 
r.s a sapling to commemorate the day when 
the Knglish warships sailed up Penobscot 
river and laid all the towns between Cas- 
tiua and Bangor under tribute to the king 
of England. 


John Pierce, a former fisherman, owned i 


a farm of 160 acres, extending from tha 
j 


narrowest point of Penobscot narrows, a 
mile back, to The top of Moore's hill and 
having SO rods of water frontage, where 
weirs were set for salmon, shad and other 
fish. Above the farm the river expanded 
so that it was half a mile wido opposite 
Bucksport. Below, the waters dashed be- 
tween steep rocky banks that nobody 
could cultivate. In the autumn of ISM 
Mr. Pierce, having taken in his weir 
hedges and harvested most of his crops, 
mounted his horee and rode five miles 
south to o!u Fort Pownal, hoping to get 
some news of the English troops that were 
in garrison at Castine. He reached the 
settlement early in the forenoon and 
learned that a fleet of warships had lately 
arrived from England, concerning which 
there were many reports, some contend- 
ing that the vessels were about to sail up 
river and burn all the towns as far as the 
head of tido water. 


While ho was discussing the prospect 


with the people the ships hove in sight 
above Sears' islands and began to fire 
shots at tho houses on Cape Jellison. See- 
ing" that the fleet was under lull sail and 
making good headway before a southerly 
breeze, Mr. fierce started for home 'to 
give the alarm. As he passed the house of 
Daniel French, on the "neck" below 
Sandy point, a 6 inch shot passed, through 
the top of a big willow which grew in 
front of tho house, covering the ground 
with broken limbs. Without dismount- 
ing, Mr. Pierce reached from'his horse, and 
cut a switch from one of these fallen limbs 
and used it as a whip to urge the htorse 
along. He reached home nearly an htour 
before the ships appeared around Sort 
Point, so that by the time they had readhed 
the narrows twosoore of men and boys 
had assembled on the rocky bluffs with 
loaded guns to give them welcome. The 
townspeople fired at the passing ships, and 
the officers and men, finding their foesiout 
of rango, fired volleys of terrible oaths 
back at their assailants. 
After shooting 


all their lead away and killing three inen 
on the ships, the Yankees wont back to 
the house of Mr. Pierce and drank a whole 
lot of hot rum punch. Then they went 
out, and, taking the willow withe which 
Sir. Pierce had used for a whip, planted 
it butt end down in the loose groundrin 
front of the houso. 


A white willow will grow almost any- 


where. Farmers who cut willow wands 
for their pole beans to climb upon haveito 
pull them up in the fall or there will be> & 
willow tree growing in every bean hill. 
The whip stick which Mr. Pierce used to 
drive his horse ahead of the invading fla3t 
bore leaves the nest spring, and has kejot 
doing so every year since. It was only; 9 
feet tall in the spring of 1815. After the 
Mexican war, when the United States had 
bought the Pierce farm and Lieutenaot 
Isaac I. Stevens had been sent to survey 
the land and lay it out for a fort, the wal- 
low was 30 feet high and as big round »as 
a flour barrel. As the tree grew iu a 
gravel bank which was needed to conapleKa 
the earthworks around the fort, Lieuten- 
ant Stevens wished to cut it down, bait 
when he learned its history the willow 
tree was spared, though the earth was na- 
luoved so that some of its roots were laud 
bare. 


Before the civil war broke out Lieutem- 


ant Stevens was sent away to the Pacrfo 
coast, where he rose to the rank of major.-, 
and Colonel Joseph G. Totten took his 
place as commander of Fort Knos. Mnjmr 
Stevens joined the Army of the Potomr.c 
at the beginning of the war, and when 3ie 
had reached the rank of major general the 
was shot while lending his division in (foe 
second battle of Bull Run. 
In the metin- 


time the cascmated galleries of Fort Knox 
had been completed at a cost of about $£,- 
000,000, and about 100 heavy guns wctre 
put in position for service when General 
Godfrey Weitzel, fresh from thecapturewf 
Bichmond, camo to Maine to finish i£ie 
structure. The plans called for a wJtlo 
glacis at the rear of tho fort, and to nii-ike 
this glacis the old willow would have Ho 
go. Tho engineers argued out tho mnttor 
lor some years, and the old tree was in 
great danger until General Grant became 
president. 
Then General John A. Raw- 


lins, the secretary of war, gave positive 
orders that no barm should bo done to the 
tree. In the administration of Mr. Hayes 
another attempt wns made to have the 
willow cut down and thei gravel bank re 
moved, but Colonel James C. Duane, who 
bad charge of the Maine fortifications at 
that time, defended the aged tree against 
all its foes. 


Though Fort Knox is practically aban- 


doned to tho bats and owls, the old willow 
is growing rapidly. It is now 23 feet 
around the trunk, and good judges say 
that it contains eight cords of wood. The 
parent tree, from which it was torn awny 
by n British -shot, is gtill growing upon 
Cape Jellison, but thp younger tree is 
much larger and more thrifty than its 
battle scarred ancestor.—New York Sun.

I noticed that 
the man rode bareback. 'Every tiiuo he 
yyllud ho plunged his heels into the bides 
of the horse. 1 do not remoicbur the exact 
words of the rider, but they were about 
•war beginning-' A» bo roda people 111 tho 
stieut whu saw him stopped, listened mid 
askml one another about it, many win- 
dows aloeg the way were hoisted, and as 
I proceeded homeward the women who 
tne\v mo called from the lookouts and ask- 
ed me what 'that man' said about tho war.

mother's parlor a scene of confusion. The 
neighlxxrs had called :n to tell ber what 
they knew and to ask what she knew 
about the war. The nejroes about our 
house were frightened. One of them took 
refuse in tho cellar and canoe out only 
after she had been threatened. Her fear 
was tho •abolishiners.' The word' Yan- 
kee' as an approbriotis epithet had not at 
that time coiuo into use. 


•'There was a Dutch hotel in the town 


on the roof of which was a triangle. 
For 


many years it was the town clock. 
It 


dangled out the hour for the three meals— 
breakfast, dinner and aupper—and when 
it sounded the housewives looked at their 
timepieces. This triangle clanged out that 
afternoon before supper time. An earth- 
quake would have caused no more com- 
motion. The proprietor of the tavern beat 
the triangle until the city marshal made 
him stop it. 


"There were two newspapers in tho 


town, and eiioh one got out what was call- 
ed an 'extra.' Jt was not much like the 
extra of this generation. The news of the 
firing on Suinter consisted of less than 2QU 
words, was printed on a small slip of 
•white newspaper and was set in the same 
width as tho columns of the papers which 
issued them. There was no advertisement 
or other news en the slips. These extras 
sold for 25 cents apiece. From that time 
until the close of the war that was the sort 
of 'extra' that was issued by the papers in 
tha town wherol lived."—Now York Sun.

OLD NAVAJO BLANKETS. 


They Are Now So Rare as to Be Almost 
^ Priceless. 


Dr. W. H. Work of Charlestown ra 


turned from a trip to Arizona and brought 
back with him several Navajo blankets. 
"But,"' he remarked sorrowfully, "they 
are not what they used to be. The Nava- 
joes aro too improvident and lazy to make 
such blankets as they used to make in the 
years gone by and before the' white man 
began to hanker after that particular 
weave. 


"The blankets now turned out aro piti- 


ful and tawdry affairs compared with 
those of bygone times. Those of today can 
be bought for about $30, while a real old 
fashioned blanket is really priceless and 
cannot now be bought. Those anciout 
blankets wero half an iuoh thick and 
would hold water as well as a wooden tub. 
The finest of them are found buried with 
bodies of dead^ chiefs, and they are prac- 
tically indestructible. 


"The w-omyi who weave the blankets 


of today can &ake the old fashioned blan- 
kets just as wall, for they know the secret 
of manufacture, but the cheaper blcsnket 
is easily sold and takes only a short time 
to 'make, while it would take nearly a 
year to weave ono of the real blankets, 
thoso glorious combinations of colors and 
material, one of which would easily be 
worth $500. 


"They have an exquisite color sense, 


these woman, and blend their material 
perfectly. The coloring is fast and is made 
of vegetable and mineral matter, tho se- 
oret of tho making being handed down 
from generation to generation. A triba 
can bo known by the color scheme of iti 
blankets. 
The designs vary greatly. 


Sometimes religious ceremonies are typi- 
fied, sometimes tribal and sometimes per- 
sonal history or other themes, all o£ which 
may be read by those skilled in the sign 
and color languages o£ these Indians. 


"How are the blankets made? Oh, tho 


manner is very primitive and seems sim- 
ple enough. They are woven on uprigbr 
frames by hand, and the threads are 
pounded together as tight as possible. Bui 
the glory of the Kavajo blanket has tie 
parted, and I espcct before many years the 
secret of their making will be lost."— 
dianupolis Xews. .

Most of the patients were- well 
known to me. but among them was one 
man whose face was unfamiliar, and who 
sueined to belong to a different tribe.

Jt vcas a. circular piece of human skull 
as big around us a dollar and very near1 
ly as thick. On the outer surface some 
one had cateCully wiitten iu ink the name 
J.apuie.

«wii skull instead of a visiting card. 


"I looked tho man over at once to find 


out what the trouble was. He had had

Bull lenrn to divide the word properly in- 
to its syllables thus: A-me-ri-ca; not aa 
tho American ear and throat are trained 
to hear and voice it, "A-mer-rl-ca." ' The 
English also learn to say "Paris" with a 
little roll to tho T; not a Gallic roll, but 
tho r is spoken with the tip of the tongue 
near tho teeth instead of being flattened 
against tho roof of tho mouth, while the i 
is not transformed into a u, but takes the 
short e sound, which is its real value'.

Britain took the ground that the 
colony was no nation, therefore the society 
surrendered all governmental powers, und 
soon after, in July, 1847, tho negroes ot 
Liberia adopted a declaration of independ- 
ence and'a free confiitution. 
Its inde- 


pendence was acknowledged by all the 
great nations in 1848-U, this comiti-y ex 
cepted. Not till 1SR1 did the United States 
rocogni::e it as a nation. 
The nanio Li- 


beria was given by the society. Its mean- 
ing is evident. Tho government of the 
republic is fashioned upon our own, with 
president, cabinet, t\vo houses and a su- 
preme eourt.—New York Press.

I am deeply impressed with the great

ure from outside our state is turned 
toward New Hampshire as never before 
is indicated by the inquiries which are 
being made from all sections of the 
country relative to the accommodations 
for summer boarding and to properties i 
chich may be acquired for summer 
homes. 


The recent valuable report of the 


bureau of labor showing how many vis- 
itors New Hampshire entertains each 
summer and what a large revenue the 
business affords, has called fortbj an 
amount of ftirorable newspaper com- 
ment which cannot but result iu in- 
creased patronage of our state resorts. 
Private enterprise has done a great deal 
toward supplementing nature's attract- 
ions for those who seek healthtui and 
pleasurable scenes in which to pass the 
vacation season. 


AM yet the state has been asked to do 


corupatatively little, but every dollar of 
public money -which has been devoted 
to making localities more attractive, to 
improving the mountain highways, and 
to acquainting the public with the 
wealth of beautiful scenery which our 
mountains, lukes and valleys contain, I 
believe to be wisely and profitably in- 
vested. 


I also believe we should go further 


and make public provision for better 
highways—highways which should be 
an added attraction for the wealthy and 
cultured people of our large cities, so 
many thousands of whom are adding to 
the prospeiity of New Hampshire as 
one of the best known and most im- 
portant summer resort states iu the 
Union. 


I have spoken only of the benefits 


which good roads would bring in the 
way of more summer business, but this 
is only one of several phases of this 
great question. Good roads enhance 
land values and agricultural, commer- 
cinl and manufacturing industries all 
share m the advantages. 


New Hampshire is peculiarly a state 


which may profitably make expsndi 
tnres to improve its highways, for it has 
beside great 
scenic 
attractiveness, 


diversified industries of much import- 
ance and in all sections, and hundreds 
of undeveloped water powers, of the 
railroads which would be made availa- 
ble if good roads offered easy access to 
shipping points.
